SUPREMACY OF 
THE HUMAN SPIRIT

F rom time immemorial, 
there have been legends 
after legends about the 
supremacy of the human spirit. 
Whether the world has 
suffered tragedies due to wars 
or natural calamities, the losses 
in terms of human lives and 
property have been beyond 
belief. Nonetheless, the human 
spirit has remained the victor, 
There is no doubt that at such 
times of trials and tribulations, 
mankind derives immense 
courage from within the self 
and from God, the Almighty. 
The best of human values also 
emerge when we are 
challenged by the most 
powerful of natural calamities. 
The human spirit never dies, 
rather, we find new 
opportunities to prove beyond 
doubt that we, the human souls, 
are children of the Supreme 
Divine Being and so nature is 
subservient to us. 

Why are we challenged by 
the elements from time to 
time? Sometimes it is water, 
sometimes it is fire (sun) that 
attacks us... We all are aware 
that in the recent past, few 
weeks back, we faced 


torturous heat-waves in many 
parts of India, especially Orissa, 
Bihar and Uttar Pradesh. This 
was .immediately followed by 
torrential rainfall and heavy 
floods in Gujarat, Madhya 
Pradesh and various other 
places. Alongside, we continue 
to hear about severe 
earthquakes, floods and forest 
fires occurring around the world 
from time to time. The extremity 
and frequency of such natural 
calamities have been increasing 
in recent times - why? Our 
scriptures and prophecies 
penned by philosophers of yore 
do talk about the degradation of 
values, violent events and natural 
calamities, but they mostly 
remain silent about the causes 
behind such happenings. 

As per the “Law of Karma ”, 
nothing happens without reason. 
The “Law of Cause and Effect 
has always existed but sadly 
enough we pay heed only when 
faced with extreme hardships. 
Our immediate response is very 
positive and is strengthened with 
courage and commitment; 
therefore, we undoubtedly are 
able to overcome hardships and 
soften the impact of shocking 


circumstances. During these 
hardships we do reflect on long¬ 
term plans but the enthusiasm 
gradually loses tempo and 
everyone gets busy with day- 
to-day affairs. It was hardly six 
months ago when we faced the 
onslaught of the Tsunami 
earthquake and its 
repercussions, and just 3 years 
ago when we were shaken badly 
by the Kutch-Bhuj earthquake! 
The severity of these calamities 
and subsequent loss of human 
lives and property have 
compelled us to think deeply on 
two aspects: one being our 
immediate and long-term 
response on physical levels and 
secondly, focus on the 
philosophical plane: could there 
be collective karmic accounts of 
humanity at large that are 
inviting the most extreme 
calamities? 

For example, on the physical 
level we are told that the 
emission of gases all over the 
world is intensifying the green¬ 
house effect (increase in global 
temperature). To rectify the 
problem, the world community 
through the United Nations and 
several other forums are doing 
whatever is possible to reduce 
the emission of such gases that 
affect the atmosphere. But 
what about the second half 
connected with the whole of 
humanity, to the human spirit? 

From the latest media reports, 
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we can feel the pulse of society 
at large. In all spheres of 
activity affecting our regular life, 
we witness the grave and great 
deterioration of values in all 
fields. For instance, there are 
reports of divisions in political 
groups leading to uncertainty 
and instability of Governments; 
there is cut-throat competition 
in business and industry 
everywhere, implying a 
constant threat to all employees; 
on the societal level, there is an 
ever-increasing number of 
cases in violence, abduction, 
rape, murder, arson, dowry 
deaths, divorce, child abuse, 
looting in trains and thefts at the 
venues of natural calamities; 
suffering due to physical and 
mental ailments with sky¬ 
rocketing prices for drugs and 
hospital expenses are hitting 
hard on the community 
psyche... In short, health, 
wealth and happiness, which 
were once our God-Fatherly 
birthright, are hardly to be found 
among the masses anywhere. 
All this and much more compel 
us to ponder over the basic 
causes or original negative 
actions that have brought so 
much pain to human souls 
everywhere. Is there any 
panacea to these sufferings? 
Can humanity rise to the 
challenges of modem times? 
Such thoughts do arise in our 


hearts and minds when we sit 
back and reflect deeply in 
seclusion.

An excerpt from the 
statement adopted by the 
delegates is as follows: 

THE NEED OF THE 
HOUR

There should be greater 
probity in public life and more 
accountability among the ruling 
class - both politicians and 
administrators. There should be: 

► greater transparency in public 
affairs - the Right to Infonnation 
Act should be truly made 
effective. A soul-searching 
among public men to see 
whether they are performing 
their duties to the satisfaction of 
the people; 

► commitment to the nation; 

► a complete overhaul of the 
electoral system; reducing the 
impact of money and muscle 
power; 


► less disturbances and more 
business-like atmosphere in our 
Parliament and State 
Legislatures; strict compliance 
to Ethics and Code of Conduct; 

► a break in the nexus between 

the corrupt politicians, 
administrators and 

businessmen; 

► delinking of religion from 
politics; 

► a halt to the criminalization of 
politics and the link between 
politicians and the mafia; 

► a curb on corruption - this 
can be controlled, as countries 
that were once notorious for 
corruiption have been able to 
bring in greater probity in public 
life, thanks to committed and 
visionary leadership, as well as 
changes in rules, systems and 
procedures.

The spiritual element has to 
be inducted more and more in 
the lives of politicians as well 
as administrators, with emphasis 
on meditation and self-analysis. 
We commend the efforts being

Be realistic and 
reasonable while dealing with 
inner world and outer world 
situations. There is nothing 
here, which we can call our 
own. We have not brought 
anything with us when we came 


to this world. Every body gets 
the daily quota for a living. We 
have to be a light unto ourselves. 
We should not tread the path of 
life with the light of others' lamp. 
When the lamp of others burnout 
we will be in darkness. Our 
thoughts, feelings, emotions, 
imaginations and visions make 
up our real world. And that 
world is within each of us. 
Those who have mental power 
and clear focus in life can only 
become the light for others. An 
ideal is vety important in our life.

grow younger and younger. 
This is the way to keep us 
always living people. The 
moment we think that we know 
everything or we have learnt a 
lot, we close the doors of 
knowledge. Always keep your 
doors open to gain more and 
more knowledge. We can 
change and mould only 
ourselves. Flexibility is the time- 
tested greatest asset. It always 
gives us extra mileage. The 
control is within us. The 
moment our locus of control 
shifts to outside, we come 
under bondages of sorts and 
become slaves. Let us be free 
people enjoying life at our will 
and choice. Let us remember 


the prayer: ‘God, grant me the 
serenity to accept the things I 
cannot change, courage to 
change the things I can, and 
wisdom to know the 
difference’. 

► Be detached, shun ego- 

This is our feeling that ‘so and 
so belongs to us; every thing 
belongs to us. We should only 
enjoy’. Such thoughts develop 
attachments and selfishness. In 
fact nothing belongs to us. We 
have the freedom to use these 
for the present. Experience has 
taught us that in reality we are 
all travelers in this world.

C ontentment is 

conventionally defined as 
“to be satisfied with one’s 
situation in life”. However, to 
be content is to really 
experience eternal bliss and use 
it as energy to achieve our true 
aim in life. 

Conventional meaning of 
Contentment creates an 
impression that somehow it is 
the fruit of our actions and that 
one must accept whatever 
situation one is in and be happy 
with it. This is complacency and 
not contentment. In addition, it 
implies that Contentment is 
something that we must force 
ourselves to believe or feel. But 
thinking of Contentment in this 
fashion is not correct since 
here Contentment is outcome 
of an action, i.e., if the result 
of the action is good then 
although temporarily, one feels 
satisfied, and if the result is bad 
or not as expected then, one 
feels discontented. 

On the contrary, in B.K. life 
we consider Contentment as a 
virtue. So exactly, why do we 
consider it as a virtue? I started 
to churn on points of 
knowledge in order to find 
answer to this question. Before 


coming to the knowledge 
Contentment is understood as - 
Happiness derived after 
attainment of “what we think we 
want”. After churning 
knowledge, I understand 
Contentment as - Energy 
required to attain “what we truly 
need”. Baba helps us understand 
what we truly need and the 
energy necessary to be content, 
we get through remembrance of 
Baba. 

Contentment is the 
unshakeable corner stone of 
spiritual life. Contentment of a 
spiritual aspirant does not depend 
on the external circumstances or 
situations. Instead, it is the power 
that the soul has received from 
God that enables us to face all 
the external situations and come 
out victorious. 

Contentment should not to be 
confused with complacency 
► To be content does not mean 
an absence of aim in one’s life 
but the presence of energy in 
order to achieve the aim. In fact, 
there is always a deep desire or 
ambition within all of us for 
making true progress. Before 
coming to knowledge the one 
thing that we don’t know is 
what should be our ambition or 


what is the meaning of making 
true or real progress. Gaining 
virtue of Contentment helps us 
realize our aim and provides us 
with the necessary energy in 
order to achieve the aim. 

► To be content means not to 
for ego efforts but to remove 
anxiety from efforts. 

► Contentment does not mean 
laziness. Baba tells us that 
“Alasyu (laziness) and 
«//)e/fl/?a/;(carelessness)” are 
enemies of a spiritual aspirant. 
In fact, it is our aim to attain 
angelic form. This requires 
efforts. We have to continuously 
make efforts until we attain our 
final aim. Contentment provides 
us with the energy required to 
make those efforts. 

There is difference between 
happiness and contentment. 

Happiness brings positive 
thinking in us while contentment, 
makes our thinking positive as 
well as elevated, i.e., we not 
only think and do good for us 
but we also think and do good 
for all other souls. 

BENEFITS OF 
CONTENTMENT 

The reason because of which 
we need to emerge the virtue 
of contentment in us is because 
BKs always have to follow 
Shrimat. We w i 11 be getting our 
rewards depending on the 
efforts we make to follow 
Shrimat. 

It is necessary to follow all 
three aspects of contentment in

order to fulfil Shrimat, 
(TRIANGLE OF 

CONTENTMENT). These are: 

1. A soul becomes Self 
Content, i.e., it has the virtue of 
contentment within the self 

2. Provide Contentment to 
other souls 

3. Meet expectations or Baba’s 
hopes from us 

There are many benefits by 
following all these three 
aspects. Some of them are as 
mentioned below: 

► SELF CONTROL - Baba 
tells us to become “Swarajya 
Adhikarr, i.e., self-sovereign. 
In order to become self¬ 
sovereign it is necessary for us 
to control our senses. If we 
analyze, then we will find that 
the root cause of losing control 
of our senses is impurity or 
discontent of some form or 
other. If we come under the 
control of our senses then we 
would start pursuing worldly 
desires not because we NEED 
something but because we 
WANT something. Thus, we 
come under the influence of 
Maya. 

Now what happens if we 
continue to pursue worldly 
desires beyond our NEED? 

At best, we will gain 
temporary happiness and at 
worst we will become even 
more discontent. Pursuing 
worldly desires does not bring 
eternal attainment and thus 
does not help us in making 


forward progress. If we think 
in terms of worldly desire then 
contentment/discontentment 
becomes result of our action 
and thus cannot provide energy 
to us. 

► BALANCE IN THOUGHTS 
AND ACTIONS - Contentment 
brings discipline in life and pro¬ 
vides self-control. This is be¬ 
cause Contentment can come 
only when mind and intellect are 
in perfect balance or harmony 
with each other. If this happens 
then our judgment in deciding 
about how to balance between 
what is on OFFER and what we 
really NEED. 

► ENERGY CONSERVA¬ 
TION - Contentment allows us 
to accumulate positive energy 
within ourselves. This is a very 
interesting and important thing 
to understand: 

► If we are NOT content then 
we have negative and wasteful 
thoughts. Such thoughts 
consume all our energy very 
fast. Thus, there are high 
chances that we will not 
achieve whatever our aim is 
OR even if we achieve our aim, 
it will not happen in an efficient 
manner. 

► ACCURACY - My experi¬ 
ence has been that Contentment 
increases concentration power. 
This is because when we are 
content then we are able to re¬ 
main much focused on our aim 
since Contentment brings sta¬ 
bility. There are no wasteful or 


negative thoughts to distract us. 

► SELF-TRANSFORMATION 
MADE EASY - Realization 
is important to self¬ 
transformation. To realize is to 
face reality. Realization can 
happen only when we have the 
virtue of Contentment in us. The 
negativity in us will never allow 
us to see the reality if we are 
always discontent. We will 
always be busy pushing the 
blame on other people or on the 
situations we face. Without 
contentment, it will never occur 
to us that it is we who have to 
change/transform first. 

► PATIENCE - Most of the 
time I have observed that we 
make the efforts required in 
order to achieve our aim but 
become impatient because we 
have our focus more on the 
result rather than on the actual 
efforts that we have done. We 
forget the law of karma in mind 
i.e. if we have done well the 
result will be good, if are perfect 
in our efforts then we will be 
successful. Impatience comes 
when there is discontent i.e. 
when we have some doubts in 
our mind or impurity. A 
contented soul always has lots 
of patience because it knows 
that whatever task it has done 
will be successful. 

► TRUSTWORTHINESS - 
If we remain content and do a 
job then we are bound to do it 
more accurate and with optimal 
energy. This in turn means that 
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we can be more productive if 
we are contented. Therefore, 
we will be able to make others 
content by our efforts and gain 
their trust. We are offered 
more positive opportunities by 
the drama once we become 
trustworthy. 

► CHEERFULNESS - We 
feel cheerful when we are sure 
of what we need and we have 
enough of that thing. A 
contented soul is always 
cheerful since it has the 
knowledge that what the soul 
truly needs is love, peace and 
happiness. The contented soul 
is always full of positive energy 
since what it needs is what it 
gets from Baba. 

► BECOMING A 
BESTOWER - Baba asks us 
to receive blessings from him 
and then become bestower and 
donate blessings to others. If 
we feel discontent then will 
neither we be able to receive 
blessings from Baba nor will 
we be able to become donor 
of blessings. Instead of giving 
blessings we will come under 
the influence of Maya and will 
start cursing other souls. So in 
order to become bestower we 
have to be content with our 
self. 

► ZEAL AND ENTHUSIASM, 
CO-OPERATION - I have 
observed that most of the time 
we are unhappy or 
discontented because of some 


actions of people that we live, 
work or interact with. This 
makes us lose our zeal and 
enthusiasm. We no longer 
remain cooperative with others 
as we are discontented with 
them. However, this is what 
Baba refers to as coming under 
the influence of atmosphere 
created by others. A Brahmin 
soul has to spread positive 
vibrations by having positive 
thoughts and thus positive 
attitude. Once we cooperate 
other souls cooperate, too. 
Contentment is contagious and 
breeds contentment. 

► SELF RESPECT AND 
RESPECT FOR OTHERS 
-Baba tells us to have 
“swaman” and “sammaan” i.e. 
respect for self and respect for 
others. Contentment helps us 
in this as well. By providing 
positive energy and allowing us 
to focus on our task, 
contentment helps us to 
become more creative. This 
gives us a feeling of forward 
progress. It also helps us avoid 
discontentment. If we become 
discontent then we sometimes 
lose control of our sense, thus 
perform wrong actions, and 
then repent. Thus we lose our 
self-respect. Also most of the 
time, I have seen that we fail 
to appreciate others for their 
helpful actions. We think that 
it is a very small or routine 
thing that the soul has done for 


me and thus there is no need 
of appreciation. Appreciating 
other does not make a soul lose 
contentment. Instead, by 
appreciating other souls we 
give respect to them and thus 
in turn get more respect for 
self. 

In addition, if we are self¬ 
content then we are able to 
provide hope to others during 
adverse situation. This way we 
spread contentment to other 
souls and in turn we become 
even more respectful. 

► COMPLETENESS -From 
all the above points that I 
mentioned, one can see that 
virtue of Contentment forms 
the basis of all other virtues. If 
a soul emerges the virtue of 
Contentment in itself then as 
a result all the remaining 
virtues will emerge 
naturally. The ultimate hope 
of Baba with his spiritual 
progeny is that of 
Completeness. Contentment 
can come only when one is 
full of all virtues. If there is 
even the slightest of impurity 
or discontent, then 
discontentment will enter in our 
minds, then there will be a leak, 
and completeness or fullness 
will be lost. When we become 
full of all virtues, we become 
complete and attain angelic 
stage. Thus to become 
complete is to become content 
to the highest degree.

EXPERIENCES WITH GOD 
IN MY STUDENT LIFE |

T o be bom into a family 
which follows the spiritual 
knowledge and practises 
Rajyoga, is indeed a great 
fortune. I am such a fortunate 
soul and 1 have been in Baba’s 
‘knowledge’ since my 
childhood. 

My grandfather, the late 
Prabhubhai and grandmother 
were introduced to the Brahma 
Kumaris institution in the year 
1977.1 got spiritual sustenance 
from them at a very young age. 
My grandpa gave me 
knowledge of the Soul and the 
Supreme Soul, Shiv Baba. He 
taught me simple things like 
remembering Baba first thing 
in the morning, eating food in 
God’s remembrance and 
thanking Baba for the 
wonderful day and wishing 
Him good night before going to 
bed. These lessons were 
invaluable and I follow them 
even today. 

1 have been a student all 
these years and hence most of 
my experiences with Baba are 
connected with my studies and 
school/college days. I have 


had wonderful experiences 
during that period, a few of which 
I would like to share with you. 

The method 1 followed while 
pursuing my lokik studies was: 

► Remember Baba (meditate) 
before starting to study, as this 
would help me concentrate on 
what had to be done and to forget 
all other distractions. 

► Try to remember Baba in- 
between - this would help me 
get back on track or gather my 
thoughts in case I was losing 
concentration or * getting 
distracted. 

► And finally, thank Baba 
profusely after completing the 
lessons, no matter what the 
performance was. 

Invariably, I found that the task 
I attempted was completed in 
shorter time than anticipated. 
Remembering Baba before, 
during and after my duties 
helped me carry out my studies 
at a higher level of concentration 
and this, in turn, increased my 
grasping power, retention power 
as well as recollection power; all 
of this resulted in not only 
completing my work faster but 



more accurately as well. 

Examinations form an 
important part of a student’s life 
and play a vital role in his or her 
career. Given that I had studied 
in God’s remembrance, 1 used 
to be confident that 1 had read 
well and read enough to write 
the exam. However, the first 
thing 1 would do in an 
examination hall was to 
remember Baba. Then, on my 
answer sheet 1 would apply a 
dot ( bindu , point since God is a 
Point of Light) at the top. 
(Please note that it is not 
advisable to write ‘Shiva Baba’ 
or ‘Om Shanti’ on your answer 
sheets as it is not allowed). This 
was my way of telling Baba that 
I was writing in His 
remembrance and that the 
outcome was in His hands. At 
the end of the exam I would 
thank Baba no matter how I felt 
about my performance. 

I was studying in 10th 
Standard in National Public 
School, Bangalore, a prestigious 
school enjoying autonomous 
status and imparting CBSE level 
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education. It is'also known for 
its strictness in discipline and 
adherence to rules. Preparatory 
exams were in progress and as 
far as the school was 
concerned, the marks obtained 
in these exams would be 
considered for admission to 11 th 
and 12th Standards, irrespective 
of marks obtained in the 10th 
Board Exam (final exams of the 
year). A few of us friends were 
standing near the school gate 
across the playground 
discussing our studies. We were 
so engrossed in our discussion 
that we did not hear the bell 
ring. We were marginally late 
for the morning assembly and 
the principal sought to punish us 
for indiscipline: We were to wait 
outside the examination hall for 
15 minutes! 

Maths exams are normally 
tough and CBSC level 
Mathematics is simply 
unimaginable. My friends were 
naturally flustered and tense. 
The normal time given for the 
exam is barely sufficient to 
answer all questions so you can 
imagine what it means to lose 
15 minutes of valuable time... I 
stood at one side and 
remembered Baba. I 
remembered His teaching: 
“Everything happens for the 
best”. I thanked Baba for giving 
me exclusive 15 minutes for 
revising the Maths formulae, 


which I did systematically. 

After entering the hall and 
taking the answer sheet, I 
remembered Baba for a minute, 
applied the ‘dot’ and began to 
write; I wrote the entire exam 
in His remembrance and 
surprisingly found that I finished 
5 minutes ahead of time. I 
checked for silly mistakes, 
which I found and corrected. I 
thanked Baba as usual and 
handed in the answer paper. 

Later on I found out that I 
was the only person who had 
finished the entire paper. Even 
those who had begun on time 
could not finish since the paper 
was very tough. I got 97% 
marks in the paper, which was 
the highest score by far. Thanks, 
Baba! 

This kind of interaction with 
Baba and attention on spiritual 


study and meditation has been 
very helpful. 1 secured the 25th 
rank in the Common Entrance 
Test (CET 2000) in Karnataka. 
This ensured me a seat in one 
of the best colleges in 
Bangalore. Baba also helped 
me remain at the top in every 
semester of the engineering 
course. I was awarded the 
University Gold Medal in 
Computer Science & 
Engineering for the Year 2004, 
given (along with a certificate) 
by His Excellency Shri T.N. 
Chaturvedi, Governor of 
Karnataka, on 17th February 
2005, at the campus of the 
Visvesvaraiah Technological 
University at Belgaum, 
Karnataka.

Baba says that He has 
come to take all souls back 
home. And then on another 
occasion Baba says that if 
we are not pure, He would 
not take us home with Him. 

Please explain. 

This is not a contradiction. At 
the end of a play, all the actors 
vacate the stage and return 
home. The same thing happens 
in this unlimited world drama. 
All souls will return home at the 
end of this world drama. 

The Wedding Procession of 
Shiva is remembered. At the 
end, there will be a procession 
of souls returning home with 
God Father Shiva, the Supreme 
Soul, at the head of the 
procession. A few souls will be 
in the direct company of the 
Supreme Soul, whilst the rest 
of the souls will follow in a 
procession. 

The souls who will be in the 
direct company of the 
Supreme Soul will be the souls 
who have become pure by 
practising Raja Yoga and 
following the shrimat of the 
Supreme Being.. The souls 
who become pure after they 


have received punishment from 
Dharamraj, and therefore not 
worthy of the direct company 
of the Supreme Father, will 
follow at a distance. 

When the president of a nation 
is travelling by road, he would 
normally be in a convoy with a 
few other cars of his choice. But 
it often happens that other 
drivers, seeing the President’s 
car, try to follow it. And it is 
understood that drivers who 
follow the president’s car in this 
way do not have the president’s 
invitation. 

/ accept the fact that the 
world drama cycle repeats. 

But why does it repeat 
identically? Why not have a 
different cycle each time? 
Two things help us to understand 
the identical repetition of the 
drama cycle. That is, firstly, how 
the subconscious mind works, 
and secondly, the impact of 
TIME on the world. 

Every action is preceded by a 
thought. If the thoughts are 
different, the resulting actions 
would be different. And if the 
thoughts are identical it follows 
that the actions would be 



identical. 

Thoughts emerge from the 
subconscious mind, the memory 
bank. The sub-conscious mind 
contains a record of all past 
experiences and all past 
impressions of the self over the 
last 5000 years. Any thought 
that emerges from the sub¬ 
conscious mind has a previous 
existence and is not new. 

No two moments within the 
cycle are identical. But when 
the cycle repeats, one important 
characteristic of time is that it 
has a cyclic path and therefore 
time will refract itself. Every 
moment of the previous cycle 
will repeat identically. 

Time has an impact on the 
world, and the world changes 
according to time. Whatever 
happened at any given moment 
say, for example, on the 1st of 
January 2001, will repeat 
identically on the 1 st of January 
2001 of every cycle. 

When time repeats 
identically, everything else 
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repeats identically. This is the 
extent of the impact of time on 
our world. 

Is it true that we came down 
here into this world to learn 

and when we finish our 
learning we return home? 

The defining characteristic of 
knowledge is that, it is problem 
solving. More importantly, 
knowledge is given to those in 
degradation, in order to take 
them into salvation. But looking 
at the present state of the world, 
it is clear that global problems 
are on the increase, and it has 
been like this for many 
centuries. 

There seems to be no end to 
the problems in human life. This 
is because the knowledge that 
would serve as solution to 
human problems is clearly not 
available. According to Raja 
Yoga system of knowledge, all 
souls reside in the soul world in 
the company of the Supreme 
Being in their original state of 
purity and perfection. And 
therefore, every soul which 
comes down into this world 
must already be pure and 
perfect and therefore would 
have no need for knowledge. 

So two things are clear, that 
is, firstly there is no such 
teacher down here such as 
would give the knowledge for 
the upliftment of mankind.. 
Secondly, souls do not come 


down into this physical world in 
order to learn and become 
perfect. The question doesn’t 
arise, as we souls come down 
from the soul world in a state 
of complete purity and 
perfection. 

Nevertheless, there comes a 
time , that is, at the end of the 
World Drama Cycle when all 
souls then have to return home 
to the soul world. And 
according to the Drama plan, at 
that time, all souls become 
degraded and impure. At such 
a time like this, a Teacher is 
definitely needed to impart the 
knowledge that would add value 
to our lives and bring us into 
salvation. But which teacher? 
It is the Incorporeal Supreme 
Teacher who alone has the part 
of granting salvation through 
knowledge to all souls. 

Is it true that; “We came 
down empty- handed, and 
we shall return empty- 
handed”? 

In the physical sense the 
answer would be a big NO!!. 
But from the spiritual 
perspective, the answer to this 
question would be YES and 
NO.

T he purpose of the Gita and 
Shivratri is revealed in 
Gita Chapter 4, Verses 7 and 8 
where God promised that He 
would descend and incarnate 
Himself when there is 
unrighteousness and 
irreligiousness in the world. He 
states very clearly that His 
incarnation is for the sole 
purpose of protecting the 
virtuous, destroying the 
evil and for re-establishing 
dharma as well as the new 
kingdom and this notable 
historical spiritual event is 
known as Shivratri. The Gita 
contains the spiritual directions 
spoken directly by God Shiva, 
to change this impure world 
into the pure world of peace 
and happiness known as 
Liberation in life. This is the 
prime relationship of God 
Shiva, the Gita and Shivratri. 
When was this Knowledge 
of the Gita given? 

God Shiva first spoke this 
knowledge of the Gita at the 
beginning of “Auspicious 
Confluence Age or 
Purshottam Sangam Yug”. 
The Confluence Age is the

last 100 years of the Iron Age or 
Kaliyuga when irreligiousness 
and unrighteousness prevail. In 
the path of devotion, it is 
generally bel ieved that God Shiva 
descends during the time of 
night. For a spiritual student night 
refers to the dark ages of copper 
and iron (Dwapar Yuga and 
Kaliyuga) when immorality and 
lawlessness are prevalent. 
Where was this Knowledge 
given? 

This knowledge was given 
through Arjuna (Sakara 
Brahma) in Bharat at the 
confluence age. The 
Mahabharat war in which 
Arjuna is a key player is the 
battle between the vices and 
virtues. This war is part subtle 
and culminates with physical 
destruction of the evil forces 
through natural calamities, 
incurable diseases and weapons 
of mass destruction. 

What is Kurukshetra, 

Dharmakshetra and 
Karmakshetra? 

The Gita Chapter 13 speaks of 
Kurukshetra, Dharmakshetra 
and karmakshetra. This means 
that this world is the battlefield 


of action (. Kurukshetra ) and 
the fruits of action 
( Karmakshetra ) which are de¬ 
termined by the motive of the 
actions. This is basically the di¬ 
vine code of ethics called 
Dharmakshetra or Shrimat. So 
in spirituality, the battlefield is 
the body ( kshetra ). The war is 
on one side between the five 
sense organs, the five vices and 
the five elements and on the 
other side are the mind, intel¬ 
lect and the sanskars. There is 
also an internal war between 
the mind and intellect when the 
senses and vices influence the 
mind.

elements interact with one another. If a change 
takes place in a factor of physical 
environment, there will also be changes in 
other factors of the environment. As a result, 
the biological component will also be affected. 
Really speaking, the life of organism is 
affected not by a single factor but by all the 
factors in toto. 

All these factors are interrelated; change in 
one factor affects the others. A decrease in 
temperature will lead to an increase in humidity 
level by decreasing the capacity of air for 
moisture. Humidity plays an important part in 
the life of plants and animals. It must be noted 
that many a time, changes in the environment 
are the results of human interference. 

There is a dire need for public awareness 
about conserving environment. Apart from that 
we must keep our inner environment clean. It 
means we must be positive, free from ill-will, 
malice, prejudice and all negativities.

I came to Baba because I was 
searching for true love, true 
peace and true happiness. In 
essence it was the Truth I was 
searching for, which could 
liberate me from all the 
wandering forever and give 
purpose to my life... .give me 
a life free from duality and 
pretension. 

I was going through my life 
like any other normal person, 
busy with my education, career 
and managing relationships. I 
was religious from childhood 
because of my family 
background, but one of the 
major reasons was that I liked 
the divinity and the purity 
associated with the religion. It 
was there in my sub-conscious 
but I wasn’t aware of it. When 
I came to Baba I wasn’t really 
searching for God as such, but 
I had questions about life, my 
own role in the world-drama, 
the state of this world and the 
prevailing misery in this world. 
I was trying to find the 
meaning and purpose behind all 
that, in a way, the truth behind 
all that’s happening around.

I shifted to my mother’s 
place and started attending 
class daily and slowly started 
building over my dharnas. The 
center was so close that I could 
never miss it- while going out, 
coming in - every time Baba 
was there in front. My bed in 
the home was such that, if I 
removed the curtain from the 
window I could see Baba’s 
room. From the very first day 
to now, I had a desire to be close 
to Baba. And till today 
whichever part of the world I 
have been, I found a center 
always situated nearby. Even 
though at times it may seem a 
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small thing, but it shows how 
much ‘God’ cares and loves me 
and doesn’t want me to be 
away from him. I could realize, 
what it means when people say, 
God is ocean of Love. If you 
really want something from the 
bottom of the heart, God fulfills 
it. 

After I got the knowledge, it 
took me some time to grasp the 
depth of it. The real journey 
begins when one recognizes 
God and starts following the 
direction of The Highest and 
then only, one can truly 
appreciate that knowledge. 

I got a job in Hyderabad and 
started attending class at 
Banjara Hills center. In 
Hyderabad, I was away from 
my friends, family and all other 
distractions and I got time to do 
deep introspection and go into 
depth of knowledge. I could 
realize the real meaning of what 
all Baba was telling me, they 
were not mere words which 
sound good to ears, but they had 
logic, rationality and a pragmatic 
approach to live an elevated life. 
Earlier I used to read spiritual 
or self help kind of books, but 
somehow there was always, 
something missing in them. 
They used to sound OK for a 
while, but then after sometime 
they seemed to be superficial. 
As I started realizing the value 


of this knowledge and its 
profoundness, I started getting 
answers to all those long 
standing questions which were 
there in my mind. I got clarity 
and all my doubts vanished and 
a profound awareness started 
developing in me.

And now, I 
could truly recognize the value 
of the divinity and purity which 
was there in my sub-conscious. 

Knowing Baba, the Almighty 
Himself, the love which he gave 
me and the experience of 
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various relationships which I 
started experiencing with Him, 
made me feel “important”. 
The more I could feel that 
relationship, the more respect I 
had for myself and intoxication 
for Baba. My arrogance of 
looking for importance and the 
feeling of being wanted from 
other people got over. I stopped 
wasting time on how I looked 
and stopped bothering about 
what others are saying about 
me. I started becoming 
detached and my awareness 
grew stronger. I realized two 
things, firstly, the ‘freedom’ 
from being pulled in different 
directions, due to attachment 
with people and material tilings. 
Secondly, the realization of the 
unwavering support that I 
received from Baba in the form 
of various relationships; it 
melted away all my feelings of 
insecurity and fear. I know this 
relationship is there for ever and 
1 can always look towards my 
Father and Mother, and He is 
nobody else, but God Himself, 
the Almighty! I got that true 
love, which I was searching for. 
In outside world, when people 
say they are in love, they still 
sometimes can’t experience or 
realize that feeling of love. But 
with God one can realize love 
‘instantly’, one can 
experience it at every 


moment. Because as you 
receive Gods love, the 
feeling of peace and 
fulfilment keeps on growing 
inside, you cant miss it. 

When I got the purpose of 
my life and realization of my 
role in world drama, it gave me 
the clarity on what I need to do. 
All, throughout, the biggest 
challenge was to get the right 
path, so that this wandering can 
end. My conscience at times 
used to give me right 
direction, but I never listened to 
that inner voice properly, 
because of self doubt and my 
fear of uncertainties of future. 
When I got the knowledge, why 
I am here and what I am 
supposed to do, I was able to 
appreciate my inner voice 
and gained confidence to 
move forward. I came to know 
what the right karma is and 
what needs to be done at this 
particular point of time. Doing 
the right action brought lot 
of contentment in me, which 
helped me in realizing what 
true and permanent 
happiness is. There are times 
when there are certain 
situations, which test me and try 
to reduce my happiness and 
contentment, but irrespective of 
whatever the situation, I never 
leave His hand.

I n the foregoing part of the 
series we have been 
discussing about the self- 
esteem-‘Master Almighty’ or 
‘Master Sarvashaktiman'. 
We have seen part of the 
scientific explanation on the 
reality of this universe as 
presented by Dr. Deepak 
Chopra 1 : “So the spiritual 
presence is in the discontinuity 
- OK in the flash between this 
and this (on-off-on) is the 
presence (consciousness) 
.. .Every image, every sound, 
every touch, every taste, eveiy 
smell is an on-off binary code 
in your cell membrane; but 
between the on and the off is 
the presence in whom the on- 
off takes place, and that’s all 
our reality”... We have seen 
that the human consciousness 
(soul) is in the discontinuity or 
between the on and the off... 
The world exists only in 
consciousness. “It is the 
consciousness that conceives, 
governs, constructs the mind 


and the biology to become the 
universe., so the universe is a 
binary code in my biology. That’s 
why our great Rishis said-T am 
not in the world, the world is in 
me; I am not the mind, the mind 
is in me; I am not in the body, 
the body is in me. The body, the 
mind, the world-they happen to 
me as I curve back within my 
self and I create again and 
again.’ 

DISCONTINUITY 

We shall now discuss about the 
Five things out of a lot that 
science tells about discontinuity- 
as presented by Dr. Deepak 
Chopra: 

“In the discontinuity, there is 
no energy, there is no space, 
there is no time and there is no 
physical object... Then, what is 
that discontinuity? The best 
answer that science gives is: 

1. It is a pure Potentiality - 
i.e. the immeasurable potential 
for space, time, energy and 
matter, i.e., the immeasurable 
potential for all that was, all that 


is, and all that will ever be. 

2. Non-local correlation- It’s 
a phenomenon which was first 
described in 1935 by Albert 
Einstein who was not friendly 
to laws of quantum physics 
because it violated the laws of 
relativity. As per laws of 
relativity nothing can move 
faster than light. The non-local 
coordination also known as 
‘Einstein Prodoskey Rosen 
Effect’ or “John Belt Theorem” 
says that in the discontinuity, 
everything is instantly connected 
with everything else and this 
instant correlation is without the 
exchange of energy or 
information signals. Let us say, 
we have two sub atomic 
particles and they collide, 
exchange energy with each 
other and one goes here and one 
goes there, and they are millions 
of light-years away. If I observe 
the position and momentum of 
one, I can immediately tell about 
the position and momentum of 
the other one as matter is 
automatically correlated without 
the exchange of energy or 
information signals. This 
correlation is supposed to be 
instantaneous which means 
faster than the speed of light; 
unmitigated, which means, 
distance and time do not 
diminish the strength or 
robustness of the correlation; 
unmediated, which means, 
there is no energy signals going 
between the particles, yet each

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one knows what the other one 
is doing, that’s why it is called 
non-local correlation, everything 
is correlated with everything 
else instantly... for example, a 
human body has 100 trillion 
cells, each cell does six trillion 
things per second and eveiy cell 
instantly knows how to 
correlate its activity with every 
other cell. How does a human 
body think thoughts, play a 
piano, kill germs, remove toxins 
and make a baby all at once? 
While your body is doing that, it 
is tracking the movement of 
stars and planets because your 
biological rhythms which are 
called circarian rhythms, 
seasonal rhythms, gravitational 
rhythms, lunar rhythms are 
actually the rhythms of the 
cosmos. So your body is non- 
locally con-elated instantly, with 
the symphony of the universe - 
‘YATHA PINDE TATHA 
BRAHMANNDE ', i.e., as is 
the atoms so is the universe; as 
is the microcosm so is the 
macrocosm; as is the human 
body so is the cosmic body; as 
is the human mind, so is the 
cosmic mind. In the human 
body, one single cell 
differentiates in 50 replications 
into 100 trillion cells by the 
process of morphogenesis 
without information and energy 
signals. So non-local correlation 
is a scientific description of 
omniscience. In the 
discontinuity there is 


omniscience. 

3. Quantum Leap- When a 
subatomic particle moves from 
one location to another location 
without going through the space 
in between, it is called a 
Quantum Leap... the 
consciousness is always taking 
quantum leaps of creativity... 
Today evolutionary biologists 
say that evolution is punctuated 
by creativity. So there is a 
gradual evolution, and then 
there is a jump.. .from primate 
to humans; from amphibians to 
birds. Today we are also at 
jump time. That’s why Rumi 
said-“When I die, I shall soar 
with Angels, when I die to 
Angels what 1 shall become, 
you cannot imagine’. Aurobindo 
said the same thing—‘Today 
Humans are poised for the next 
quantum Leap in evolution.’ 

4. Uncertainty Principle-It 
is also called ‘Hysenburg’s Un 
certainty Principle’, which says 
that you cannot know the 
position and momentum of a 
particle at the same time... It is 
neither a wave, nor a particle 
till you ask that question. If you 
do a wave like experiment, you 
get a wave like answer; you do 
a particle like experiment, you 
get a particle like answer. What 
is it before you observe? 
Neither; a potential wave, a 
potential particle, a field of 
possibilities. That’s the 
uncertainty principle. 

5. Co-creation with God- 


This fifth attribute of the 
discontinuity says that the 
universe is unmanifest unless 
there is a conscious observer to 
look at it. It means that even 
God will remain unmanifest 
unless you are there to observe 
it; it means that there is no 
universe unless there is God on 
one side and you are there to 
observe it; in the absence of a 
conscious observer, tire universe 
does not exist. These are very 
fundamental principles of 
today’s science.... There is a 
beautiful poem of Robert Frost 
-‘We dance around the ring and 
suppose the secret is in the 
middle, and no one knows’. So 
in that secret you have these 
five attributes:-1. Your soul is 
a field of pure potentiality; 2. 
Your Soul is onrniscient-it 
means that it knows every thing 
when it needs to know 
everything...It also has 
intuitions, a contextual 
intelligence; 3. Your soul is the 
source of infinite creativity 
which is quantum in character; 
4. Your soul uses uncertainty as 
a principle of creativity, because 
when there is no uncertainty 
there is no creativity; there is 
proliferation of uncertainty to 
create and finally; 5. Your soul 
co-creates with God because 
God says -‘I won’t create 
unless you participate’. 

So the discontinuity is the key 
to what we call spirituality. 
What we call healing is actually 
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biological creativity. It is the soul 
that manufactures your mind, 
manufactures your body, 
manufactures your perceptions, 
and ultimately manufactures the 
whole universe. All perceptions, 
all cognitions, all emotions, all 
feelings, all biological functions, 
all social interactions, all 
environment and even the 
forces of nature are 
simultaneously orchestrated by 
this level that we call soul, of 
course, there is a personal level- 
soul (jeevatma ), the collective 
level-God (. Paramatma ), and 
the universal domain (the 
Brahman). There are 
connections to all of these, that 
is the space between our 
thoughts. That is the value of 
meditation. Meditation allows 
you to get in touch with the 
corridor, a window, the 
transformational vortex through 
which your consciousness 
communicates with the 
consciousness of the universe, 
notjustthis universe, but multiple 
universes... 

Co-creation with God is what 
we are doing all the time. 
Sometimes we do it through 
awareness, (Vidya), sometimes 
we do it without awareness 
(Avidya ); but we are doing it.... 
As you wake up, you say-T will 
consciously participate in the 
evolution of the universe by 
harmonizing the elements and 
forces within my consciousness 


with the elements and forces of 
the consciousness of the 
universe.... Today we have 
come to the stage of evolution 
where we can begin to 
understand it intellectually and 
experience it.” 

So, we now have scientific 
explanations that assure us that 
we are co-creating a new 
reality along with God. That’s 
what God Shiva says through 
the self-esteem “Master 
Sarvashaktiman." Let’s 
consciously participate in the 
evolution of the universe, in 
other words let’s co-create 
heaven on earth once again; in 
that process we transform 
ourselves from human beings to 
divine beings. 

The profundity of scientific 
explanations of the reality of 
tins universe has been very well 
brought out in Dr. Chopra’s 
lecture. It is worth noting that 
such profound truth in respect 
of the souls ( Atma ) the 
Supreme Soul or God 
(Paramatma ) and His creation 
(the universe) are being taught 
intheBrahmakumaris’ spiritual 
university through simple terms 
that can be understood by all¬ 
even uneducated, simple village 
folk. This has become possible 
because these teachings are 
imparted by the Supreme 
Intellect—‘ Paramatma ’ who is 


the Supreme Father, Supreme 
Teacher and Supreme 
Preceptor. In the Supreme 
Versions of God Shiva we find 
all these profound realities. For 
example, God has mentioned 
several times in His daily 
discourses that His children 
(The Souls) are the creators 
(Rachita) and the time, the 
matter, the nature, the 
environment are all their 
creations. He has, in so many 
Godly versions, guided us on the 
ways of exercising the authority 
of the creator over the creation. 
Using such directions in 
practical life, many of the senior 
sisters and brothers have 
achieved profound changes in 
their personality traits 
(Sanskaras). Let us all engage 
ourselves in this great task of 
re-establishing heaven on earth. 
Heaven is the place where 
deities live. So when we 
transform ourselves from 
human being to divine being or 
deity, the universe will be called 
heaven or paradise. 

We shall continue our 
discussions on the 
transformation of human 
consciousness using Godly 
versions taught in Brahma 
Kumaris’ Rajyoga centres, the 
world over, and also examine 
their scientific correlations.

In Jesus’ parable on The Rich 
Man and Lazarus, the rich man 
was in luxury and Lazarus longed 
to eat what fell from the rich 
man’s table. When the beggar 
died, the angels carried him to 
Abraham’s side. But the rich 
man went to hell (in Greek 
Hades, which is the 
underworld or the abode of 
the spirit of the dead). In hell, 
where he was in torment, he 
looked up and saw Abraham far 
away, with Lazarus by his side. 
So he called to him, ‘Father 
Abraham have pity on me and 
send Lazarus to dip the tip of his 
finger in water and cool my 
tongue, because I am in agony 
in this fire.’ 

But Abraham replied, ‘Son, 
remember that in your lifetime 
you received your good things, 
while Lazarus received bad 
things, but now he is comforted 
here and you are in agony. And 
besides all this, between us and 
you a great chasm has been 
fixed, so that those who want to 
go from here to you cannot, nor 
can any one cross over from 
there to us.’
